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SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES OF 
COAL STRIKE IN BRITAIN' 


England Begins to Realize What the Big Strike Means-- 
Reduction of Railway Service Brings Situation 


Hcme to 


London.—London has begun to re 
alize what the prolongation of the 
coal strike may come to mean, Re- 
duction of railway service by some 
300 trains brought the seriousness of 
the situation home to the huge travel- 
ling public of the metropolis. 

No coal trains are running whereas 
in normal times over a million tons 
of coal are in transport dally through- 
out the country, representing receipts 
to the railways of about $400,000. 

A quarter of a million of men, be- 
sides those directly employed in the 
mining industry are already out of 
work, 

The miners themselves are looking 
upon the strike which is pursuing its 
fatal course to what Premier Asquith 
described in the hoyse of commons 
as a “National catastrophe” as 
a junket and are making trips to the 
seaside, going to foutball matches, 
dog races and pigeon flying competi- 
tions and otherwise making a holiday. 

Mr. Asquith’s statement caused con- 


alderab'e change in public opinion on; 


the attitude of the miners. Even the 
radical papers are blaming their re- 
fusal to accept the government's just 
and reasonable offers 

It is worth nothing that the action 
of the Asquith cabinet is judged far 
less favorably by conservative opin- 
fon on the continent than It is In this 
country. In England the prevailing 
idea is that the strike must be stop- 
ped no mattcr what means are em- 
ployed, The Paris Temps on the 
other hand takes the view that the 
British government is conducting the 
country towards a species of social

jacobinism which is repugnant alike 
to reason and justice. 

“What has become of the spirit of 
real liberalism, the one we used to 
see in England?” asks the Temps. 
“Undoubtedly the doctrine of guvern- 
mental intervention, as well as that 
of revolutionary collectiveness, has 
made considerable progress in Great 
Britain, but never before has any gov- 
ernment so utterly disregarded the 
claims of a body of business men, 
who are responsible to their share- 
holders for the conduct of their busi- 
ness.” - 

Over five millions of men, women 
and children, counting the men actu- 
ally unemployed and those depending 
upon them, are now believ to be 
directly affected by the strike, 

A ca'l is already being made upon 
every citizen for the strictest econ- 


omy. 

Berlin—The strike fever is now 
rampant in Germany. Several thou- 
sand men are out at the famous Schi- 
chau warship building yard. At Dan- 
zig thousands are on the verge of a 
strike in the clothing trades, 2,000 
| are about to leave work in the Ber- 
lip paper box industry, and chances 
highly favor the outbreak of an en- 
ormous strike in the Rhenish-West- 
phalian coal belt, involving 250,000 
men, Fifteen per cent. advance in 
wages is demanded. 

The federation officially announced 
from the headquarters at Bochum that 
the impending strike in Germany is 
not intended as a sympathy strike in 
behalf of their English brethren but 
as a movement ‘begun in the German 
miners’ own interests at the pyscho- 
logical momefit. 


CANADA’S CHILDLESS HOMES. 


Earl Grey Suggests England's Home- 
less Children Should Fill The Gap. 
London.—Earl Grey, taking part in 

a discussion on “The Emigration of 
Poor Law Children” at the Central 
Poor Law Conference the other day, 
said that provincial governments in 
Canada had established a register of 
selected families who could be safely 
entrusted with the care of an import- 
ed child. No familly was allowed to 
come on the pages of the register un- 
less it had five distinct references a8 
to character. “You have a large num- 
ber of the most admirable people in 
Canada ready to adopt your children. 

The guardians in this country had 
nearly 60,000,Poor Law children with- 
out parents. 

—“L_ want to give the childless home 
of Canada the child It wants yo havo. 
You have got them” They are costing 
you @ lot of money every year, and 
you can seciire for thousands of your 
children opportunities, such as are 
not provided for them in this country, 
of growing Up under conditions which 
will make them happy, God-fearing, 
industrious and respectable citizens.

000 Acres of Farm Lands 

Brandon.—James Yule, who was 
formerly manager for Sir William 
Van Horne at Selkirk, and who re- 
signed from that position last year 
owing to ill health, has announced to 
his friends that he had accepted the 
general managership for H. L, Am- 
mert, who owns 150,000 acres of farm 
lands within a radius of fifty miles of 
Winnipeg, and who is actually operat- 
Ing fourteen farms with managers in 
charge. 

It will be Mr. Yule’s business to 
make a constant round of these 
farms, consult with managers and 
foremen as to what is needed, make 
all purchases of stock and implements 
required, and generally to supervise 
the operation of the farms. Mr. Yule 
has just about completed the pur- 
chase of the home of the late Hon. 
Thomas Greenway at Crystal City.

RIFLE THAT SHOOTS FAST 


Col. Seeley Tells Commons British 

Army Is Best Eaulpped of Any 

In the World 

London, Eng.—The opinion of Bri- 
tish soldiers on British weapons was 
quoted in the House of Commons re- 
cently by Col. Seeley in reply to 
some criticisms of the service rifle, 
when he said. “Our army is better 
armed than any continental army. 
In the South African war I rode a 
horse which was Killed by a mauser 
bullet at 3,000 yards. Our bullet 
would kill at a little longer range. 

“Of the seven vital points in a rifle, 
Britain had an overwhelming advan- 
tage in the two most vital—rapidity 
of fire and accuracy. In one point 
alone—trajectory—continental armies 
had the advantage, but any soldier 
would say: ‘Bother trajectory; give 
Me the rifle that shoots fastest and 
straightest.’

POPULATION GETS BOOST 


3,000 First Rate Adults Swell The 
Canadian Census. 

Montreal.—Canada’s population has 
been increased by over 3,000 adults 
since Saturday last. They are all im- 
migrants from Great Britain and ar- 
rived in the steamships Empress of 
Britain, Grampian and Lusitania. 
Something like 2,500 of them are 
splendid types of citizens from Eng- 
land and Scotland. They arrived at 
the Windsor station and for the most 
part left later in the day for the west. 
This is the largest number of immi- 
grants which has arrived this year 
and it marks the opening of the real 
int igration season, as nearly all the 
liners coming to Canada are booked 
to their limit up till the middle of 
June. 


To Bulld Temporary Structure. 

Winnipeg.—M. H. McLeod, general 
manager of the C.N.R., states that his 
company will immediately erect a 
temporary structure to operate traffic 
across the river at Saskatoon, He as- 
signed the whole cause of the disas- 
ter to the tremendous impact of the 
derailed car against the side of the 
bridge, as he explained that it was a 
new structure which had only been 
erected a short time ago, and was 
therefore perfectly secure under nor- 
mal conditions, 


Ready Made Farms in Saskatchewan 

Calgary—J. § Dennis, assistant to 
the president of the C.P.R. and head 
of the newly formed department . of 
natural resources has announced that 
arrangements had heen completed for 
the extension of the company's ready 
made farm scheme to the Province of 
Saskatchewan, At present the only 
ready made farms sold ne the com- 
pany are in Alberta, although this 
year many are to be prepared in Bri- 
tish Columbia. The company also 
will open a branch office of the nat: 
ural resources’ department in Saska- 
toon.

SUFFRAGETTE HEADQUARTERS 
Government Resort To Drastic Action 
To Test Efficacy of The Law, 

London.—In pursuance of the de- 
termination of the Government fully 
to test the efficacy of the existing 
laws to deal with the latest tactics 
of the militant suffragettes, before re- 
sorting to special legislation to make 
the funds of suffragette societies 1i- 
able for the damage done by the 
members, the police raided the offices 
of the Women's Social and Political 
Union in Clements Inn, They arrest- 
ed Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Pethick- 
Lawrence, joint editors of “Votes for 
Women,” who were taken to the Bow 
Street police station. The police also 
had a warrant for the arrest of Miss 
Chrystabel Pankhurst, but did not 
find her there . Later, however, she 
was taken into custody. 

They took possession of the offices. 
The leaders of the Union are charged 
with responsibility for the last, win- 
dow smashing campaign. They will 
presumably be tried under the con- 
spiracy law, 

Members of the Union declared 
that the new departure in inflicting 
hard labor sentences upon those con- 
victed of taking part in the recent 
demonstrations, and in arresting the 
leaders, will only produce a bigger 
crop of volunteers for the militant 
work of the suffragette cause. How- 
ever, {t is seen that the majority of 
the women denounce the militant ac- 
tions, which, they declare, are being 
carried too far. Even the Women’s 
Freedom League, an important body 
which has already secured many re- 
forms for women deprecates the mea- 
sures which the militant suffragettes 
fre taking, and the doings of the so- 
cial and political union, contending 
that suffragettes ought to be content- 
ed to await the outcome of what par- 
liament-has offered as the best’ hopes 
of advancing the cause. 


CALLS PANAMA CANAL PERIL. 


Predicts Opening of Waterway Will 
Invoive U. 8 in War. 

Rockfort, Ill.—J. Hamilton Lewis of 
Chicago, in an address before Rock- 
ford commercial bodies, pointed out 
the commercial benefits and disad- 
vantages to be derived from the Pan- 
ama canal. He followed this by a 
warning, saying: 

“The United States has changed 
the policy of a century ago. It has 
embarked on new seas, and its ad- 
venture Is fraught with great perils, 
but the people are equal to the emer- 
gencles and are prepared for events 
which may pursue the new policy. 

“The Monroe doctrine of the Am- 
erlcan continent for Americans is 
now a dead doctrine. War will fol- 
low the United States’ entrance into 
the affairs of China and other coun- 
‘ries, We must prepare for It by oc- 
cupying Central America and Lower 
Ca'ifornia, The canal is a weakness 
18 well as strength. We have not be- 
come a military republic,” 


Uplift For Canadian Farm Life. 


Lethbridge, Alta,—The key-note of 
the Inte: ; ss of Farm 
Wonen, }7 & convene tn 
Lethbridge in October, is outlined by 
Mrs, B. Stavert, president of the 


Congress, ag follows: “Out here on 
the prairies the serious work of na- 
tion building fs golmg on. Until this 
Western Country was opened up to 
the great army of homeseekers, Can- 
ada as a nation was simply a fringe 
of peoplé along the border, with a 
vast, almost unknown territory stret- 
ching away toward the north. Com- 
paratively few years have wrought 
the change which has placed Canada 
among the proudest and most pros- 
perous nations—and the prairie far- 
mer and his brave wife have done it 
all. We have demonstrated to the 
w rid that we have the best soil and 
(\e best wheat; and we must keep 
‘up this high standard in our homes. 
Home making, home betterment, is 
first of all a mental process, It is 
the woman's attitude toward the con- 
ditions she must master that makes 
or mars the peace and joy of her 
household, A woman who ‘ust be 
a wife, mother, housekeeper, garcen- 
er, poultry-keeper, calf-feeder, and 
several other things, can hardly be 
expected to have much time for ideals 
or real homemaking. There is one 
unfailing remedy for every il] or hard- 
ship, whether on an {solated farm or 
in an equally isolated city apartment 
building. That remedy is simply the 
right mental attitude, It means bet- 
ter homes, happier children, and a 
larger measure of contentment for 
the whole family.” It is believed that 
the uplift movement represented in 
the plang of the coming congress will 
he far-reaching in its influence tend- 
'ng towards improved conditions of 
‘iving for farm women—as well as for 
their husbands and children—through- 
out the prairie provinces,

REPORTS ARE TABLED 


HUDSON BAY SURVEY HANDED 
TO GOVERNMENT 


The Engineers inform the Dominion 
House of the Merite of the Two 
Northern Routee—Nelson Harbor 
Can Accommodate All the Roads In 
Canada. 


Ottawa.—That terminal room can 


be had at Port Nelson for all the 
roade in Canada if necessary is stated 
in a report tabled in the house by the 
secretary of state, The return in- 
cluded reports from Chief Engineer 
Armstrong of the railway, and from 
Captain Anderson of the Hudson Bay 
hydrographic survey. Captain Ander- 
son, in his report of the journey made 
{n the steamer Minto, complains that 
the charting of the coast has been 
done some miles too far to the west- 
ward, but he speaks well of Churchill, 
which he describes as easy of ap 
proach, good water being found fair. 
ly ciose in. 

The Armstrong reports are strong: 
ly in favor of Port Nelson as the ter- 
minus for the Hudson Bay railway. 
In a report dated October 26, 1911, it 
{s stated that the season's work from 
The Pas to Thicket Portage has re- 
duced the cost of the section by $300,- 
000. From Thicket Portage to Nelson 
Crossing there is to be only twenty 
miles of heavy work. A further ex- 
amination of the Churchill route {s 
described as increasing the distance 
hy fifteen miles, but removing heavy 
work and grades, bringing the junc- 
tion point to a distance of 300 miles 
from The Pas. 

In this report the Churchill route fs 
given as 602 miles and the Nelson as 


Another report, dated ayy 2, 
states that both sides of the Nelsoi 
are suitable for terminals, whereas at 
Churchill the conditions are very in- 
adequate. The distances are given as 
498 and 418 miles with no choice as 
to grades and curves. An estimate of 
3000 trains per year is given in the 
report. Snow, the necessity of an ex- 
tra train division and the difficulty of 
going through 75 miles of tundra are 
mentioned as objections to the Chur- 
chill route, The cost to the public is 
out at $2,205,000 to Nelson, and §2,- 
$25,000 to Churchill. The cost per 
‘rain mile of $1.76 will probably mean 
the lowest rate in Canada to the pub- 
lc according to the engineers. 

A lengthy report dated January 23 
leals exhaustively with the merits of 
he two routes. The possible crop of 
the three provinces is put at from six 
o eight hundred million bushels, in 
the transportation of which the Hud- 
son Bay railway must share. Dealing 
with the proposed route across Hud- 
son Bay and through The Pas the dis- 
tance from Saskatoon to Quebec City 
da Fort William and via.

BONDED GRAIN SHIPPED EAST 


Movement of Canadian Stoqk to Sea- 
board Has Started—Wil! Pro- 
vide More Room. 

Duluth, Minn.—That Duluth will be 
apie to take care of all the Canadian 
bonded grain that may be shipped 
here is made more certain than ever 
hy the beginning within the last few 
days of eastern shipments by rail. 
Within a week more than 100 cars of 
the bonded article have been sent east 
and the movement will grow with the 
possibility of securing more cars to 
handle it. Efforts to have it taken east 
in the same cars that bring it here 
have failed owing to the great de- 
mand for cars in western Canada. All 
available rolling stock is being sent 
there to bring more grain here, and 
that which arrives is meanwhile being 
stored in elevators pending shipment 
east. Prospects of a late opening of 
navigation have been a great factor 
in bringing about the rail shipments 
as it is claimed by some that naviga- 
tion is unlikely to begin much ‘before 
May and Canadian owners of grain 
do not want to pay storage charges 
on it longer than necessary. All rail- 
ways have been asked to rush cara 
here for transporting grain to' \sea- 
board and contracts for large ocean 
shipments already have been made. 

Figures given out show between 
8,000,000 and. 4,000,000 bushels of 
bonded grain in storage here and a’, 
Superior with room reaay for probably 
10,000,000 bushels more. Predictions 
are that weekly receipts of bonded 
rain will equa) 1,750,000 bushels be- 
fore navigation opens. The handling 
of grain here is being directed from 
the office of the Lake Shippers Clear. 
ance association of Winnipeg, recent-

BRITON KILLED BY MUTINEERS 


TAXATION IN CITIES 


Anglican Missionary Loses His Life| May Soon Expend One-Third of In- 


In Chinese Uprising. 


Pekin.—A missionary named F.: 
Day, belonging to the Church of Eng- 
Jand mission, and attached to the die- 
trict of Pao Ting Fu, was killed by 
mutinous Chinese soldiers. 

Mr. Day, Bishop Charles P. Scott, 
of the North China diocese, and an: 
other missionary, F. C. Hughes, were 
making the regular tour of mission 
stations in vicinity of Pao Ting Fu. 

Arriving at Tien Chang Ying, Bi- 
shop Scott sent Day and Hughes to 
Chin Chow to fetch letters. The two 
missionaries found mutinous soldiers 
sacking the town, These command- 
eered the missionaries’ carts, and on 
the missionaries attempting to re- 
cover them, Mr. Day was killed. Mr: 
Hughes took refuge in the town hall, 
where he still remains. 

A British attache from the legation 
here, accompanied by a detachment 
of eight British soldiers, left for Chin 
Chow to rescue Mr. Hughes. 

General Li Yuen Heng, vice-presl- 
dent of the Chinese repubilc, is leav- 
ing Wu Chang for Nanking, where he 
will take the oath as proxy for Yuan 
Shi Kal, president-elect of the repub- 
lic, Tang Shao Yai also {s proceed- 
ing from Pekin to Nanking to take 
the oath as premier. When these for- 
malities have been completed the en- 
tlre republican cabinet will come to 
Pekin at once. 


AMBULANCE DEMONSTRATION 


Governor-General Present At Unique 
Entertainment To Present 
Trophies. 

Ottawa.—The Russell theatre was 
the scene of a performance unique in 
{te history and in striking contrast to 
the Grand Opera last week, when the 
Canadian branch of the St. ohn Am- 
bulance Association gave a demon- 
stration of its work before ‘their Roy- 
al Highnesses the Duke and Duchess 
of Connaught and Princess Patricia, 
and despite the unprecedented nature 
of the occasion the theatre was well 
filled and the liberal applause evi- 
denced the keen interest throughout 
the addresses and performance. 

Perhaps the most keenly interest- 
ing part of the programme was the 
conclusion of a competition by re- 
bresentative five men teams from the 
Eastern and Western sections of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway at Montreal 
and Winnipeg respectively. Out of 
six hundred possible points the west- 
erners carried off 480 and the Mon- 
trealers 456. A beautiful cup present- 
ed to the winning team by W. R. 
Raker, C.V.O., and trophies given to 
both the winning and losing teams 
were handed to His Royal Highness 
by Mr. Baker and thus given to the 
teams.

THE TALE OF THE SARDINE 


Goes Milde Forty-two Processes Be- 
fore it Reaches ite Final State 
Most of us are familar with the 
silvery little sardines as they come to 
the table nestling in their bed of olive- 
oil, and it is interesting to follow the 
various processes through which they 


are put before they reach our homes. 
Amidst the magnificent scenefy of th 
Norwegian coast, in the ice-cold wa: 
ters of the picturesque fiords, are the 
feeding beds of the sardine. During 
the sunny summer days, from July to 
September, huge shoals of them crowd 
in from the open sea to these familiar 
haunts, which seem to breathe an air 
of peace and nately: Alas! however, 
the fate awaiting them proves to be 
quite the reverse. The fishermen 
know so well that the sardines are 
coming, and keep a sharp watch for 
the allvery sheen and rippling surface 
of the water which indicates the ap- 
roach of the little fishes in their mil- 
fons. From far-away Stavanger come 
these fishermen, racing over the wa- 
ter in motor-boats. 
quickness and precision immense 
numbers of the fish are surrounded 
by strong nets, and their doom is 
sealed, Slowly but surely the. nets 
draw closer and closer, the heaying, 
glittering mass becomes more ‘com- 
pact, and in a compartively short 
space of time the ice-boxes brought 
for the purpose are filled with’ fish 
and hurried away to town.

{s bustle and excitement on the arriv- 
al-of the little launches, After soak- 
ing for twenty minuteg or so in strong 
brine, the fish are taken to the sort- 
ing rooms to be graded according to 
size and preparaed for the curing- 
chambers. Hundreds of comely Nor- 
wegian girls, in their neat, yet pictur- 
esque garb, bright and fresh-looking 
in their snow-white caps and aprons, 
dexteriously thread the fish on long 
wires, which, when full are placed 
across wooden’ frames and hurried 
away to the curing-rooms, In_ the 
rooms where the fish are dried and 
cured small fires of oak-bark are kept 
burning continuously, throwing off a 
rich, fragrant odor, which permeates 
into every corner of the chamber. The 
trays are hung on frames in every part 
of the room, and in the space of about 
ten minutes the bright glitter of the 
ailvor fish is changed to a dull bronze 
as they are cured by the atmosphere 
of the room. As soon as the curing is 
completed they are hurried off to an- 
other roomful of busy girls on the 
canning floors. 

Here heads, taiis and fins are re- 
moved in the twinkling of an eye, and 
the little fish are packed carefully and 
neatly in tins placed ready to recive 
them. Each tin, so soon as it con-

tains sufficient fish, is filled up with 
pure olive oil, the purest of fourteen 
grades. Then the top is placed in posi- 
tion ready to be “spun-on”, as

ily. precision and: rapidity, herm- 

ly; seals the tins, The < 
ig Mow ready for the great b 
which the fish are cooked. They are 
loaded into large, round metal 
and lowered into the boilers, wh 
are then closed and treated with - 
Pressure steam for about thirty-five 
minutes. At the end of this period 
they are moved to the cooling-room 
to be cleaned and examined, and 
faulty tins being rejected. 

As an indication of the marvellous 
amount of detail which has to be con- 
sidered in order to maintain perfec- 
tion, it may be mentioned that, from 
the time of landing to the final pack- 
ing for export, the sardine passes 
through no less than forty-two proces- 
ses, On the freshness of the fish and 
the carefulness of the curing depends 
the flavor and quality of the finished 
product. Moreover, {it is of great im- 
portance that the sardines should be 
caught only during the proper season.

THE VOCABULARY OF A CHILD 
\s Far Larger Than One Imagi 
A Three-Year-Oild Uses or 
1,000 Worde. 


Most parents greatly underestim- 

ate the number of words that are 
used by their children. The only way 
to get a child’s speaking vocabulary 
1s to go after it with pencil and paper 
and religiously set down his words, 
one by one, not for a day, or several 
d but for several weeks. 
When, during the course of a din- 
ner-table conversation,” says a recent 
investigator on these lines, “I asked 
how many words an ordinary 3-year- 
old boy could use, the first of m 
friends guessed 160 words; his esti- 
mate was greeted with derision hy 
the other, who declared: “Oh, pshaw! 
Fifty words would cover the vocabul- 
ary of the brightest three-year-old 
you ever knew.’ 

“Needless to add that my assertion 
that my own youngster at that age 
actually used by count, 1771 different 
words was the occasion of polite in- 
credulity and jocose commiseration of 
the fond but deluded parent. How- 
ever, this vocabulary is on record in 
detail and the inquisitive reader may 
learn tat it is py no means the 
largest vocabulary that has been re- 
ported, though to be sure, probably 
above the average--performance.” 

In the twenty-odd investigated vo- 
cabularies we find that children from 
16 to 19 months are using from sixty 
to two hundred and thirty-two words, 
that two-year-old children are using 
from 115 to 1,227 words, and that the 
vocabulary increases rapidly from 
that on. It is perfectly safe to as- 
sert that the average three-year-old 
child makes use of 1,000 words. 

The vocabulary was assembled in 
the following manner: “We first 
prepared twenty-six blank sheets, one 
for each letter and for ten days prior 
to hia third birthday recorded -words 
as fast as we heard them used. We 
amext added those words which we 
knew had been used previously, but 
which had not chanced to appear dur- 
ing this record.
